Not a few of the governor’s close 
friends predicted that he would accede 
to their wishes that he be a candidate 
to remain at the helm of the state’s 
ship another term.

If the governor recants, it is con- 
sidered highly probable that af least 
one of the candidates who have paid 


their entrance fee in the guberna- 

torial free-for-all will withdraw from 

that race and that probably half a 

dozen others who have announced and 

“been turning it over” will come down. 
Three Have Qualified. 

Three men have met the require- 
ments for getting their names on the 
state ticket as a candidate for gover- 
nor. They are, in the order of their 
qualification, H. B. Edwards, of Val- 
dosta; Eugene Talmadge, commis- 
sioner of agriculture, and John I. 
Kelley, an assistant attorney-general. 

Reports were current at the state- 
house Monday that a conference of 
the governor's friends was held over 
the week-end and that the. prevailing 
opinion was that it was time to press 
the “draft” movement hard.

WASHINGTON, May 9.—?)—A 
warning of possible revolt unless. the 
federal government moves to prevent 
unemployment distress came from or- 
ganized labor today as a new drive 
was launched for federal jobless relief. 

The possibility of revolt was voiced 
by Edward F.- McGrady, spokesman 
for the American Federation of Labor, 
before the senate manufacturers’ com- 
mittee. Hearings were opened on the 
Costigan bill to provide $500,000,000 
for advances to states and municipali- 
ties through a ‘bond issue. 

Meanwhile the movement for federal 
aid was apparently gaining ground in 
the senate, particularly among the 
Sponsors of the movement 
were talking more optimistically than 
at any previous time this session.

Roosevelt To Be 2d Choice 
Of Large Illinois Delegation

_(#)—Thomas F. Donovan, democratic 


chairman of Illinois, predicted here 
foday that Governor Franklin D. 
Roosevelt would be the second choice 
of the big Illinois delegation in the 
national convention. 

“If, and when, the name of Sena- 
tor Lewis is dropped from the roll 
call, Mr. Roosevelt will on the next 
vote receive more than half of the 
58 votes,” Donovan said. 

Mr. Donovan is from Joliet, and 
while he is closely allied with the 
powerful Chicago faction, he is con- 
sidered a “down state” man. Mayor 
Anton J. Cermak, of Chicago, is Cook 
county leader, and likely will control 
the Cook county delegates. Cermak, 
who is friendly with th Roosevelt 
and former Governor Alfred E. Smith, 
has not indicated whom he will sup- 
port after Senator Lewis’ name is 
withdrawn.

LFBRUN TO FILL 
HOUMER VACANCY

From Presidential Race; 
Herriot’ Will. Succeed 
Tardieu as Premier.

PARIS, May 10.—(Tuesday.)— 
(I1P)—Albert Lebrun, president of 
the senate, will be elected president 
of France this afternoon without op- 
position, it was learned authorita- 
tively, 

The election by the national assem- 
bly at Versailles will be a mere for- 
mality, with all political parties 
agreed that for the sake of the solem 
nity of the occasion and in memory 
of the assassinated president, Paul 
Doumer, there should be no contest 
over his successor. 

The last opposition to JTebrun’s 
election was removed when Paui 
Painleve withdrew as a candidate. All 
political factions generally lauded 
Painleve’s gesture in sacrificing his 
chances*for the presidency. 

Lebrun is a representative of the 
right-center in the senate. ; 

Premier Andre Tardieu later wili 
present the resignation of. his cabinet. 
defeated in Sunday’s elections, to the 
new president and the victorious Ed- 
ouard Herriot, outstanding figure of 
the moderate left wing, is expected 
to succeed him. 

The new president will be elected 
by the old parliament, in which Tar- 
dieun’s right-center coalition has a ma- 
jority. As a result, France will have 
a president who represents the more 
conservative elements while the new 
cabinet will swing toward the left. 

Herriot Keeps Quiet. 

Before the first ballot, Herriot was 
as nationalistic as Tardieu but sens- 
fraiwet from nationalist utterances in, 


the last days of the ¢ampaign and 
won greater support than ever. If 
Leon Blum’s sociklist party, second 
strongest in the chamber of- deputies, 
joins Herriot’s radical-socialists in 
forming the next cabinet, France cer- 
tainly will adopt a more pliant for- 
eign policy. 

The socialists are pledged to closer 
co-operation with Germany, conversa- 
tions on reparations and reduction of 
military expenditures—all vital prob- | 


tional negotiations at present. 

Lebrun, as president of the senate, 
will preside at the assembly in top 
hat and full dress. The other mem- 
bers do not wear full dress, but the 
candidates for the presidency also 
take formal clothes to Versailles as 
the victor must drive back in state 
to the Elysee palace.

IN PLUNGE OF AUTO 


Wesley Shropshire, Vic- 
tim of Tallulah Accident, 
To: Be Buried Here.. 


Killed when his automobile ran over 
the 100-foot power dam at Tallulab 
Falls early Monday morning, the body 
of Wesley Shropshire, assistant sec- 
retary and treasurer of the Trust 
Company of Georgia, was brought to 
Atlanta Monday afternoon for funeral

Mr. Shropshire, who was 34 years 
old, lost his life when his car skidded 
or crashed through the mesh guard 
rail at the appreach to the dam ou 
the highway near Tallulah Fa.ls and 
plunged into the gorge, bounding 
from boulder to boulder until it came 
to rest at the bottom of the gorge, 
The Atlanta banker's body was 
thrown from the car and landed on a 
ledge about 80 feet from the top of 
the dam. Death apparently had been 
instantaneous. 

The tragedy occurred shortly after 
1 o’clock Monday morning, while Mr. 
Shropshire was en route from his 
Lake Burton fishing camp after a 
week-end visit. Residents of the vi- 
cinity said a thick fog made it diffi- 
cult to see any distance ahead and the 
car evidently had struck the mesh 
guard at a high speed on a sharp 
curve, 

Mayor J: E. Harvey, of Tallulah 
Falls, whose home is near the power 
dam, heard the noise of the car fall- 
ing and went out to arouse neighbors. 
who began a search of the gorge. Mr. 
Shropshire’s body was found about an 
hour later, but it was impossible for 
searchers to remove it from the ledge 
until after 7 o'clock, when it was 
taken to Tallulah Falls and a brief 
inquest held by the coroner. Sheriff 
L. F. Richardson, of Clayton county, 
who identified the body from papers 
in Mr. Shropshire’s pockets, notified 
his family in Atlanta and the body 
was brought to Atlanta later.

FOR WAR CIVILIANS 


Quartermaster Hospitaliza- 
tion Measure Vetoed by 
President 


WASHINGTON, May 9.—H)— 
President Hoover today vetoed for 
the second time a bill to provide hos- 
pitalization and the privileges of sol- 
diers’ homes to the men who served 


in the quartermaster corps during the |- 


Spanish-American War, the Philip- 
pine insurrection and the Boxer up- 
rising. 

Declaring “our first obligation” is 
veterans who served under enlist- 
ments in the army or navy, the presi- 
dent said: 

“I cannot concur in a proposal to 
single out one class of civilian em- 
ployes who served during certain pe- 
riods of hostilities and confer upon 
them a right to the benefit of hos- 
pitalization and domiciliary care pro- 
vided by law for veterans of our 
wars.” 

The measure sent back to the house 
was pronosed by Representative 
Welch, republican, California. He 
recently called upon President Hoover 
in an effort to alter his views upon 
the measure, declaring he believed not 
more than 20 men would come under 
the provision of the bill and that 
the cost would be small. The chief 
executive vetoed a similar measure in 
February. 1931. 

He said today “nothing has trans- 
pired since that date which would 
justly me in now approving _ this 
ill. 

Mr. Hoover was fearful that such 
a measure, although limited, would 
open the door to other veterans’ leg- 
islation. Even the present measure. 
he said, “would ultimately involve 
the government {fn hundreds of mil- 
lions of expenditures.” . 

The veto was the fourth sent to 
Capitol Hill by tne president during 
the present session. Two of them 
were on minor relief bills and the 
third was a pension measure.

continue the program of elimination 
of all unnecessary outlay and expense 
in its operation of the state govern- 
ment, that the legislature provide for 
the reduction of at least 25 per cent 
in the tag tax on passenger cars and 
light trucks and 1 cent per gallon 
on gasoline, that it provide for the 
diversion of not less than 50 per cent 
of the gasoline tax to the common 
schools of the state, that it fix the 
salaries of the highway board rather 
than allow the members to name their 
own salaries and perquisifts. 

“We are cognizant of the fact that 
this would disarrange the present 
highway program, but with progress 
on the present basis through this year 
and with principal arteries connected 
through the state, we can better af- 
ford to curtail and contract our high- 
way system, than we can the public 
school system. This appears to us im- 
perative, since there is no’ untouched 
source of additional taxation and reve- 
nue that can stand the levy, to make 
up this need. 

“We suggest that our representa- 
tives be urged to introduce and pass 
bills for effecting economies in Ware 
county, as follows: Combine the of- 
fices of tax collector and assessor, 
creating the office of tax receiver; 
abolish the office of county treasurer 
and provide for the use of one of the 
banks as county depository; put the 
sheriff, clerk of superior court and 
city court and tax commissioner on 
a salary and that salaries of county 
commissioner, judge and -solicitor and 
clerk of city court be reduced 33 1-3 
per cent. - 

“We suggest that our county com- 
missioners be requested and urged to 
abolish the county police and reduce 
salaries of courity physician, warden 
and all other employes not less than 
25 per cent, and that they cut the 
two-meal per diem of prisoners from 
60 to 40 cents per day. 

“We urge further that the county 
commissioners abolish the county 
chain gang and turn prisoners over to 
the state, this recommendation being 
made in view of the fact that the 
main rvads of the county are all 
paved and now maintained by the 
state, that secondary roads are in a 
sort of ‘status quo’ and may be main- 
tained in present condition by private 
labor at approximately 25 per cent 
of the cost of maintenance and opera- 
tion of the county chain gang, with 
the added advantage of giving employ- 
ment to many needy workmen in the 
county. 

‘We contend that a program ap- 
proximating the above suggestions for 
the county may be worked out to the 
cutting of our tax rate in half, mak- 
ing it possible for us to pay our taxes 
in the year in which they are due and 
thus relieve a most distressing situa- 
tion.’

toward a two-party system in Georgia 
politics,” said J. W. Arnold, of Ath- 
ns, chairman of the republican state 


‘executive committee, who is spending 
‘a few days in Savannah. “Regardless 


of who is nominated for president 
by the democrats, we are going to put 
on an educational campaign along this 
line in Georgia and we are going be- 
fore the people on national issues. 

“If Georgia could have a divided 
delegation in congress, in both upper 
and lower -houses, the state would 
then take its rightful place in the 
affairs of this nation and it will 
never take that place until this con- 
dition is brought about,’ Arnold de- 
Clared., 

He said Hoover and Curtis will 
undoubtedly be nominated by accla- 


ii mation at the Chicago convention next 


month, “If there is one scintilla of op- 
position to Mr. Hoover in the repub- 
lican ranks, I haven't heard a word 


>i of it,” said Arnold. ; 
“I do not think Garner is going to 


beat Roosevelt for the nomination, 
but this does not mean that I think 
Roosevelt is going to be nominated. 

“T have dedicated my life to but one 
purpose,” said Mr. Arnold, “and that 
is the building up of a _ two-party 
system in Georgia. There isn’t an of- 
ficial in Georgia who has a particle 
of respect for the will of the people. 
This applies to federal as well as 
state officers. The only ambition for 
a man to follow in a one-party state 
is to build up a machine and then 
hold office by virtue of his own ma- 
chine, without any party  respon- 
sibility. 

“I think the people of Georgia are 
realizing more than they have ever 
realized before that we must have 
party responsibility and that the only 
way this can be brought about is to 
have two contending parties instead 
of political machine responsibility. 
The democratic party is divided into 
political machines and the machine 
with the most oil and the greatest 
amount of gas is the machine that 
controls. 

“In the days when Georgia was 
divided between the whigs and the 
democrats, she developed such men as 
Toombs, Stephens, Hill, Lamar, John- 
son and Cobb. There was hardly a 
national administration in those days 
without a Georgia representative in 
the cabinet, or a speaker of the house 
or chairman of some of the impor- 
tant committees. Georgia made his- 
tory in those days. My position is she 
hasn't made history since then and 1] 
am ready to defend that position.”

The Central of Georgia has consistently advocated 
that its employes be not only good workmen but good 
citizens. Chief among the requirements of good citizen- 
ship is the responsibility to keep informed upon ques- 
tions affecting the community in which the citizen lives, 
and to register through his vote his approval or dis- 
approval of public policies and officers. 


There was probably never a time when the right to. 
vote meant more than it does today, nor when it car- 
ried greater responsibilities. Businéss, both industry 
and agriculture, is struggling through a period of pro- 
longed depression—its progress halted by an unparalleled 
burden of taxation hanging like a millstone around its 


neck. 


Some public officers seem sincerely anxious about 
the seriousness of the situation, and to appreciate their 
own responsibility. Others display indifference to their op- 
portunity to aid through economies that could be: passed 
back to the individual and corporate taxpayer. 


Not all of the burden of taxation is due to expendi- 
tures by the federal government. Expenditures by state 
and local governments are practically two and one-half 
times a much as these, but both offer a great field for 
economies to be passed back through tax reductions. 


The Centra! of Georgia’s management is strongly 
urging that every eligible employe become qualified to 
vote, and that other adult members of his family be- 
come so qualified. Considerable progress has recently 
been made toward increasing the number of its qualified 
voters. It will not attempt, either directly or indirectly, 
to dictate how its employes shall vote, but will rely upon 
their ability to distinguish between what is good and 
what is bad for'them and their communities. It believes 
that this encouragement of the registration of voters, 
with a search for enlightenment on public questions, is 
one that could well be adopted by every firm and every 
individual.

}Ernest Haston,. State Comptroller 
Roy Wallace, and R, H. Yancey, sec- 
retary of the Roosevelt campaign com- 
mittee in -Tennessee.

Fifty-five and 19 delegates, respec- 
tively, were chosen in the Ohio and 
West Virginia republican balloting. 

President Hoover, who elected to 
stay off the preference lists in both 
states, was assured of all but four in 
Ohio and probably all in West Vir- 
ginia. His only delegate opposition 
was a quartet in Ohio pledged to Jos- 
eph I. France, whom the president 
recently defeated in the former sena- 
tor’s own state of Maryland. 

France competed with Jacob _ 58. 
Coxey, mayor of Massillon, and Olin 
J. Ross, Columbus attorney, for Ohio's 
republican preference. He was the 
only candidate on this ballot in West 
Virginia.
